PLATFORMS THEN AND NOW 


iNE docum ent which will reach us in June is the Dem ocratic 


national platform to he drawn up and adopted at Philadel­ 
phia. 
It is a docum ent looked forward to with a great deal of 
interest by political students, especially with those who are in­ 
clined to he critical of the New Deal. 
T o realize the source 
of this interest we must go back to the Democratic platform of 
1932. 
It is pretty generally realized by political students every­ 
w here that this platform promised, am ong other things, an 
adherence to the gold standard, balancing of the national bud­ 
get, econom y of federal expenditures and a curtailment of bu­ 
reaucracy. 
A m ong the things denounced were the present p ro ­ 
tective tariff and the alleged “ w aste” in the administration of 
our governm ent. 
President Roosevelt, then made the nominee 
of his party, endorsed this platform as a sound and patriotic 


document, which it unquestionably was. 
The developm ent of the New Deal policies, however, has 
impelled the administration to violate all of the promises m e n ­ 
tio n e d above. 
There has been no adherence to the gold stand­ 
ard, no economy, no curtailment of bureaucracy and the tariff 


.laws have been changed only in part. 
; 
But now another four years have rolled around. 
It is time 
for the adoption of another set of principles. 
The political ob­ 
s e r v e r s are now wondering w hether the 1936 convention will 
‘endorse the forgotten principles of* 1932, or w hether these will 


be idly thrust aside as worthy of little mention. 
They are of the 
'firm opinion that the acts of the New Deal during the past three 
"and a half years will be unqualifiedly endorsed. 
Any other 
"course at Philadelphia is unthinkable. 
And when this endorse­ 
m e n t comes, they wonder how it will be explained in connection 


.with the platform of 1932. 
It m ay be that the excuse will be one of national necessity, 
¿but.it is difficult to understand how the necessity was any greater 
"in 193 3 than it was in the campaign days of 1932. 
And the 
plea of necessity will give the opponents of the New Deal a 
-suitable excuse for quoting those m em orable words of William 
which were uttered a century and a half ago, when he 
i#*clainied: “ Necessity is the plea of every infringement of hu- 
jn a n freedom. 
It is the argum ent of tyrants. 
It is the creed of 
J la v e s .” 
The New Deal politicians themselves profess not to be w or­ 
rie d by the impending inconsistency between the platform 
•pledges of 1932 and the declaration of 1936. 
They rely on 
4he trem endous expenditure of public m oney to take the minds 
i f the voters off the platform of 1932. 
If thy are guessing 
¿■ight in this, then indeed will the old political axiom prove true: 
l h a t a p a rty ’s platform is made to run on, and not to stand on.

Herbert H. Lehman of New 
York not to be a candidate for 
re-election this year is a severe 
blow to the Democratic hopes 
of carrying New York in the 
presidential election. 
Publicly, the New Dealers won’t 
admit this; privately they do. 
As 
a vote getter, Gov. Lehman, able, 
popular Jew, has had few equals in 
the Empire state, two years ago he 
carried New York State by some 
800,000 votes, which is 200,000 more 
than President Roosevelt polled in 
1932. 
Ideal Candidate 
Gov. Lehman was considered the 
ideal candidate for this presidential 
year. 
He bridged the gap between 
the Anti-Roosevelt Tammany group 
and the New Deal. President Roose­ 
velt was for him; so was Tammany. 
What is feared now is a bitter con­ 
test between the Democratic New 
Dealers and the Tammany crowd 
over a candidate, with possibly fatal 
repercussions in November. 
Mr. Roosevelt is deeply disap­ 
pointed at Gov. Lehman’s decision. 
New York Democrats in congress 
are equally dismayed. They frank­ 
ly fear a struggle over who is to be 
the gubernatorial candidate that 
will be so bitter as to menace the 
party chances next fall. With Leh­ 
man heading the state ticket they 
had no such fears, for he proved 
his vote-getting ability too often to 
admit of doubt. 
Virtually every 
New York Democrat in Washing­ 
ton, including Mr. Roosevelt him­ 
self, voiced the hope that Gov. Leh­ 
man would reconsider his decision 
and run again. 
There could be no 
stronger testimony as to the desir­ 
ability of his candidacy from their 
point of view. 
Up-State Republican 
Up-state New York is normally 
overwhelmingly Republican. In 1932 


took the adininistrx tio:. by surprise. 
There had been no advance intima­ 
tion of it in Washington any more 
than in Albany.

velt had confidently expected Gov. 
Lehman to run aga.n. 
In fact, he

Her frail, slender form shook with 
sobs as the court waited for her to 
gain control of herself. 
But when her grief became more 
pronounced, she was gently led from 
the stand by an attendant. 
Defendant Impassive 
Fiorenza remained impassive dur­ 
ing his m other’s ordeal, not a m us­ 
cle of his swarthy face changing 
expression. 
Ignazio Cupani, step-father of F i­ 
orenza, was then called. He is a 
cabinet maker, a short, plump, gray­ 
haired man who talked with an ac­ 
cent. It was necessary to employ a 
court attendant as an interpreter 
to put questions to him in Italian. 
Cupani testified he married Fior- 
enza’s widowed m other eleven years 
ago. He had known Fiorenza since 
he was thirteen years of age. 
Asked by Defense Attorney Henry 
Klauber how many times he re­ 
membered Fiorenza talking without 
somebody asking him a question, 
the stepfather replied: “Five or six 
tim e”. 
“He wasn’t much of a talker?” 
Klauber suggested. 
“No,” replied Cupani. “He used 
to sit in a rocking chair with his 
head in his hands. Often he would 
«tick out his head and say: 
‘W ho’s 
* ay : 
bQdy’.” 
Mentally Unstable 
The defense was attem pting to 
sh&w th at Fiorenza is mentally un- 
s table. 
©upani said Fiorenza was always 
silaht at the dinner table. Asked 
how he walked in the street, the 
Step-father replied: 
“Always looking over his shoulder 
as if he were being called.” 
“Show us,” Attorney Klauber di­ 
rected. 
The witness, who wore a blue suit 
and a large, flowing red tie walked 
near the bench, now and then sud­ 
denly jerking his head and looking 
back.

On the first ballot at the Cleve­ 
land convention he will have more 
votes than any other single candi­ 
date but he will not have a majority- 
over-all. 
He will have to scoop in the neces­ 
sary majority from the supporters 
Of other candidates, on the second 
or third ballot, in order to win. The 
odds are th at he will succeed in do­ 
ing it, but they are not very heavy 
odds.

(soft- 
nosed) bullet wounds from British- 
made bullets. 
Coming on the heels of British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden’s 
official charge that Italians “fab­ 
ricated” evidence that Britain sup­ 
plied the soft-nosed bullets, distri­ 
bution of the report in the face of 
Britain’s denial was regarded as a 
direct affront to England. 
The Italian note said that Mar­ 
shals Pietro Badolgio and Rodolfo 
Graziani, the Italian commanders 
in Ethiopia, had seized “thousands” 
of British-made dumdum bullets. 
Some were manufactured, said the 
document, by Eley Brothers of Lon­ 
don, and others by the Kinoch Com­ 
pany of Birmingham.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Diplo 
matic discussion between thè United 
States and Japan looking toward a 
gentlemen’s agreement’► to restrict 
Japanese imports into this country 
collapsed today as the result of 
President Roosevelt’s action in or 
dering a 42 percent tariff increase 
on certain classes of cotton mater 
ials, including nearly all of those 
coming lrom Japan. 
The president’s a c t i o n was 
prompted by failure of the Japanese 
i government 
to 
give 
satisfactory 
guarantees that it would be able to 
curb Japanese exports to this coun­ 
try of cotton piece goods. 
President Roosevelt denied his ac­ 
tion ran contrary to the adminis­ 
tration policy of lowering tariff 
barriers. 
Industry Suffers. 
In this particular case, the presi­ 
dent said, the important American 
industry was being hurt in one of 
its chief branches by competition 
from Japan. 
Last December the Japanese gov­ 
ernment 
entered 
a 
“gentlemen’s 
agreement” with this government 
to restrict Japanese textile imports 
into the United States to a “moder­ 
ate” level. 
In the interim, the 
United States refrained from in­ 
creasing the tariff. 
However, during the first three 
months of this year, Japanese tex­ 
tile imports, instead of decreasing, 
increased sharply over the level of 
the corresponding period of 1935.

$148,728,543.75 
was 
paid 
out 
through the state treasury to the 
S tate Emergency Relief Administra­ 
tion from the time of the organiza­ 
tion of the SERA up to April 30, 
treasury statem ents disclosed today. 
This figure, relief officials pointed 
out, is no indication of relief costs 
in the state during th a t time, since 
federal funds supplemented com­ 
m onwealth money during a great 
portion of the period. 
State funds allocated to the SERA 
during the period, extending from 
September of 1932 to the end of 
April, amounted to $155,391,431.99. 
This sum included the $60,000,000 
appropriated in the last regular ses­ 
sion of the legislature.

Marble And Pin 
Gaines Taxable 
Under 1935 Act 


Operators Warned State Tax 
Must Be Paid On These 
Amusements 


HARRISBURG, May 22.—John B. 
Kelly, secretary of revenue, said to­ 
day th a t while the marble and pin 
ball games are not taxable under 
the law of 1907 they are taxable 
under 
the 
Amusement Tax 
Act 
passed a t the 1935 session of the 
legislature. 
Secretary Kelly’s statem ent was 
made in response to many inquiries 
that have come to the Stam p and 
Amusement Tax Division of the 
Departm ent of Revenue following a 
recent 
decision in 
the 
Dauphin 
county court which ruled th at m ar­ 
ble and pin games are not taxable 
under the Act of 1907. 
“Many operators of these games,” 
Mr. Kelly said, “were under the 


impression th a t because of the rul­ 
ing of Judge William M. Hargest 
last month, th at his ruling applied 
to the Act of 1935. 
“Because of this misapprehension 
many operators failed to make re­ 
turns believing they were not tax­ 
able. 
“I wish to assure all taxpayers 
who come within provision of the 
Amusement Tax Act of 1935 th a t 
Judge Hargest’s decision in no way 
affects them as far as th a t Act is 
concerned. His decision applied only 
to the Act of 1907. 
“As a m atter of fact, one of the 
arguments presented to the court 
in protest against the Act of 1907 
as it applies to marble and pin 
games, was th a t since they were 
already taxed under the Amusement 
Tax Act of 1935 they ought not to 
have to pay under the law of 1907. 
This would seem to indicate th ai 
the objectors are fam iliar with pro­ 
visions of the Amusement Tax Act. 
I trust this statem ent will clarify 
the situation so th at there will be 
no further misunderstanding.”

In a statement issued today, State 
Works Progress Administrator Ed­ 
ward N. Jones, said that in the 
month of April, $307,778 was spent

dents secure an education. 
Eighty colleges participated in the 
program with 7,575 of their enroll­ 
ment listed on the NYA payroll. 
Graduate students aided numbered 
266. 
In 1,100 high schools, 34,000 
pupils throughout the state were 
paid a total of $198,778. 
The aver­ 
age pay for college students was $15 
per month, those working for mas­ 
ters’ degrees were paid $25 p e r! 
month and those working for doc­

Jesus' Final Teachings 
The religious leaders of the people 
challenged his authority to teach. 
B ut he silenced them w ith a ques­ 
tion 
concerning 
Jo h n ’s 
teaching 
which they refused to answ er be­ 
cause they feared the people on the 
one hand and feared the tru th on 
the other. 
And yet they were try ­ 
ing to stop Jesus who in his teach ­ 
ing feared neither people nor tru th . 
Jesufi took their photograph in his 
parable of the wicked husbandm en, 
and they recognized the likeness 
Then they tried to catch him with 
th a t delicate political q u e s t i o n 
about paying tribute, and then with 
their doctrinal question about the 
resurrection. 
All 
of 
which 
Jesus 
answered to th eir 
u tter 
discom­ 
fiture. 
Jesus Warns His Disciples 
F a r from retreating before the 
fire of his enemies Jesus held them 
up to public derision and condem ­ 
nation When, “in the hearing of all 
the people he said unto the dis­ 
ciples, Beware of the scribes who 
desire to walk in long robes, and 
love 
salutations 
in 
the 
m arket­ 
places, and chief seats in the syna­ 
gogues, and chief places a t feasts; 
who devour widows’ houses, and for 
a pretense m ake long prayers: these 
shall receive greater condem nation.” 
W hat a blistering denunciation of 
vanity, avarice and 
hypocrisy 
in 
high places! How his own hum ility, 
sym pathy and sincerity stood out 
against the dark background of the 
direct opposites in his opponents! 
The Widow’s Mite 
The last note of teaching Jesus 
ever uttered in the tem ple, which, 
from a child he had called “my F a ­ 
th e r’s house”, was uttered as “he 
sat over against th e treasury and 
saw the rich m en th a t were casting 
their gifts into the treasury. 
And 
he saw a certain widow casting in 
th ith er two m ites. 
And he said, of 
a tru th I say unto you, This poor 
widow cast in more th an they all: 
for all these did of their superfluity 
cast in unto the gifts; but she of 
her w ant did cast in all the living 
th a t she had.” 
So our Lord m eas­ 
ures our gifts by the sacrificial love 
th a t prom pts th e giving. The little 
given out of poverty outweighs the 
m uch given out of plenty. 
“The 
gift w ithout the giver is bare ” The 
widow in “casting in all the living 
th at she h ad ” was literally building 
for the fu tu re upon her faith in 
God to whom she was willing to 
give h er all. 
The Temple’s Future 
A fter this Jesus walked out of the 
tem ple never to en ter it again, “and 
as some spake of the tem ple, how it 
was adorned w ith goodly stones and 
offerings, he said, as 
for 
these 
things which ye behold, th e days 
shall come, in which there shall not 


be left here one stone upon another, 
th a t shall not be throw n down!” 
G reat w ealth and m aterial splendor 
which fail to serve God and h u ­ 
m anity have no value in C hrist’s 
esteem, and no perpetuity in his 
program . 
This destruction of the 
tem ple and city came w ithin the 
lifetim e of th a t generation as Jesus 
predicted. 
For 
the 
even 
more 
troublous tim es to attend the end 
of the age a t his return in glory, 
Jesus enjoined watchfulness, pray­ 
er and sobriety, saying, “Take heed 
to yourselves lest haply your hearts 
be overcharged with surfeiting, and 
drunkenness, and cares of this life, 
and th a t day come on you sudden­ 
ly as a snare.”

Eroe Says Tax 
Bill Is Ready 
For Final Vote 


Will Provide For Abate­ 
ment Of Interest And 
Penalties On Back 
Taxes 


FEELS CERTAIN IT 
WILL BECOME LAW 


After several amendments a bill 
providing for abatement of interest 
and penalties on delinquent taxes 
will go to final reading in the house 
of representatives at Harrisburg on 
Monday, according to Assemblyman 
William J. Eroe of this city, who re­ 
turned from Harrisburg last night. 
Mr. Eroe says that the bill will like­ 
ly be voted on Tuesday. 
The changes which have been 
made since it was originally intro­ 
duced, seem to make it satisfactory 
to the Tax Justice League and other 
interests involved, and Mr. Eroe is 
firmly of the opinion that it will 


pass the house without any trouble 
and he believes it will receive simi­ 
lar treatment in the senate. 
One of the amendments which 
was introduced by Mr. Eroe provides 
for advertising in the newspapers 
before the expiration of the time 
limit on the bill which will expire 
at the end of December this year. 
This will be for the purpose of in­ 
forming all delinquent taxpayers of 
the opportunity that will be given 
to pay taxes, less the interest and 
penalties that have accrued. An ef­ 
fort was made to have the bill pro­ 
vide that all taxpayers be notified of 
the 
amounts 
delinquent 
against 
them, but the committee thought 
this would be too expensive. 
The 
bill, however, does provide that the 
taxpayer can get a statement of his 
delinquencies by writing to the tax 
collectors. 
In general the bill provides that 
if the 1936 taxes are paid the tax­ 
payer will be entitled to five years 
in W’hich to pay the balance of his 
taxes, 20 per cent each year. It is 
believed that a large amount of 
revenue will be derived from the 
passage of the bill. 
It is known that practically all 
the building and loan associations 
and trust companies of the state 
are awaiting the passage. This will 
enable them to pay up delinquent 
taxes and refinance such loans as 
are in good condition.
